For mro fcian a year, c-^nsidaratic» has been given to the 
possibility of relocating the office space now occupied ty Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency in order to afford mwdam protection to 
its (derations* 

The Bureau of the Budget was directed initially ty President 
Trunwn to facilitate thin matter* In this endeavor, we received 
excellent cooperation from the General Services Adainistration* s 
Public Buildings Service* At one time. It sensed that it would 
be possible to construct a building for this or g anisatio n but cir- 
cumstances made this Impossible* 

Recognising the s tatatory responsibilities of the C*SA and 
the necessity for providing maadaaaa protection to this Agency, it 
seems to us that it would be better procedure if the CSSA rather 
then the Bureau of the Budget assumed responsibility for making 
the necessary space available* The Bureau, of course, would as- 
sist in every way practicable. The limitations on existing space 
in the District of Columbia, along with the other restrictions, 
are folly appreciated, but the importance of the CXA requirements 
should be recognised* The reduction of the xsuabsr of Federal per- 
sonnel employed in the District of Columbia because of reduced 
fond availability, coupled with suggestions for transfer of cer- 
tain functions elsewhere, might aid in the solution of the prob- 
lem. 


It will be appreciated, therefore, if you will exercise your 
boat effort to work out a more satisfactory arrangement for CIA 
office space than now exists*
